They 
consume one-third of the coal, one-third 
of the steel, one-fourth of the lumber, 
oiie-fifth of the copper and nearly one- 
half of the fuel oil produced in this coun­ 
try by the labor of 17 million of our popu­ 
lation. 
Some pjeople still have the mistaken 
idea that railroad dividends are guaran­ 
teed by the government. 
The truth is 
that the government, by establishing a 
fa ir level of freight charges, assures to 
the railroads as a whole, but to no indi­ 
vidual railroad the opportunity of earn­

W ILL IT T A K E A N O T H E R FLO O D

Milwaukee Journal. 


A Journal correspondent, writing from 
the lower Mississippi, tells of the fear of 
the people down there— fear that another 
flood may come before the great gaps in 
the lev’ee w alls are closed, or that, even 
if new w alls are built, floods w ill roll 
down while they are still “ green” and un­ 
stable. 
There is also the fear that the 
Mississippi 
R iver 
Commission 
w ill do 
nothing but hammer aw ay with its old 
slogan, higher and w ider levees, ignoring 
the suggestions that have been made for 
spillways and other means of relief. To 
live on the Mississippi today is to be 
afraid. 
P a rt of the fear, no doubt, is imagin­ 
ary. 
The disaster w’as so overwhelming, 
so completely without means of relief, 
that the minds of the people were set. 
But, unfortunately, far too much of it 
has basis in fact. 
Take the latest tangle 
in which the hands of the United States 
are tied. 
President Coolidge, the secre­ 
tary of w ar and M ajo r General Jad w in , 
chief of army 
engineers, 
recommended 
the transfer of a $2,000,000 balance in 
the rivers and harbors appropriation to 
the use of the flood commission. 
The 
money was to be expended in building 
levees in Louisiana. 
But the comptroller 
general, Joh n R . M cCarl, refused to sanc­ 
tion the transfer, declaring that it would 
be illegal. 
M r. M cCarl, as the official 
under bond, is, of course, the man most 
intim ately concerned with the question of 
responsibility. 
W h eth er the expenditure would be le­ 
gal or not, the money remains in the 
treasury vaults and the Louisiana lands 
lie wide open, aw aiting the next gathering 
of a flood in the headwaters. 
A ll that 
could have been avoided if the president 
had taken ^Ir. Hooverts suggestion for 
the calling of an extra session of congress- 
M r. Coolidge was going to carry on other­ 
wise and undoubtedly he let Mr. Hoover 
know that such suggestions were not w el­ 
comed. 
Now, too late, the wheels are 
stopped. 
Is there any wonder that fear 
is not abating? 
Am erica, which is so ready to rush for­ 
ward with succor to distant lands, has 
not seen in its own flood w hat it really 
was, one of the m ajor disasters of recent 
history.
